An alarming outbreak of smallpox is reported in the suburb of Vesterbro, Copenhagen. 
Winnipeg, July 21.—A report has reached this city that a heavy cyclone passed over 
the Doloraine district yesterday. | 
Intelligence was received on the 11th inst. of the loss of the British ship Rapel and 
eleven lives, while on a voyage from Valparaiso to Buenos Ayres. , 
A heavy thunderstorm took place Aug. 11th in parts of South Wales. At Marshfields, 
near Newport, a stone cross in the church chancel was shattered. 


The northern part of New York State was alarmed on Saturday morning, Aug. 10th, 
by a pretty severe shock of earthquake, which, however, fortunately did no more damage 
than the breaking of a little crockery. 

An alarming thunderstorm burst over Nottingham yesterday afternoon (Aug. 11th). 
The Roman Catholic chapel was struck by lightning, and the bell turret damaged. Hail- 
stones of unusual size fell. Two persons were temporarily paralyzed by an electric 
shock. 


_ Cassel, Monday.—A great conflagration has been raging since Saturday (Aug. 10th), 
at Sachsenberg, a town of about 1,000 inhabitants, in Walbeck, and the whole of the 
place is now in flames, Later.—The fire at Sachsenberg has at last been extinguished, 
but not before one-half of the town has been destroyed. One hundred buildings, chiefly 
inhabited by poor families, have been destroyed, and the greatest distress prevails, The 
losses are enormous, scarcely anything being covered by insurance:

Ir was not purposed, at the time of writing the first article on this subject, 
to continue further remarks upon it; but it is now thought that the import- 
ance of our theme justifies our course in treating upon it this week also. 
Without farther preliminaries, the attention of our readers is invited to the. 
following language uttered by Christ Himself: “ And this is life eternal, that 
they might know thee the only true God, and Jesus Christ, whom thou hast 
sent” (John xvii, 3). Conjoin this statement with another passage of Scrip- 
ture which reads thus: And hereby do we know that we know him, if we 
keep his commandments. He that saith, I know him, and keepeth not his 
commandments, is a liar, and the truth is not in him” (1 John ii, 3, 4). 

The teachings of these Scriptures are Ist. No one can be saved, or obtain 
eternal life, without a knowledge of God, and of Christ. 2nd. Those who 
fail to keep the commandments of the Savior do not possess a knowledge of 
God; and hence the conclusion is inevitable that there is no salvation without 
Obedience to the Gospel laws and ordinances. This conclusion is in direct 
harmony with the statements of the Apostle Paul, who says: “ And to you 
who are troubled rest with us, when the Lord Jesus shall be revealed from 
heaven with his mighty angels, in flaming fire, taking vengeance on them that 
know not God, and that obey not the gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ: w 
shall be punished with everlasting destruction from the presence of the 
and from the glory of his power (2 Theas. i, 7, 8,9). Again: “Go ye there- 
fore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Teaching them to observe all things what- 
soever I have commanded you” (Matt. xxviii, 19, 20. Thus the disciples 
were sent forth with a mission to convert all nations if possible, and they 
were instructed to enjoin upon those who became Christians obedience to 
‘all things whatsoever” Christ gave as commandments to the early apostles. 
His language is so comprehensive that no command can be omitted. 

“ Know ye therefore that they which are of faith, the same are the children 
of Abraham” (Gal. iii, 7). But; “If ye were Abraham’s children, ye would 
do the works of Abraham” (John viii, 39). Here it is substantially stated 
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that those who have Christian faith are adopted into the family of Abraham, 
thus becoming his children; but this privilege is accorded to those only who 
do the works of Abraham. How this ancient Patriarch obtained the right to 
be called the father of the faithful” is thus set forth: Because that Abra- 
ham obeyed my voice, and kept my charge, my commandments, my statutes, 
and my laws” (Gen. xxvi, 5). These were the works of Abraham, and those 
who are counted worthy to belong to his family, or to the “ household of 
faith,” must also obey God’s voice, and keep his charge, commandments, 
statutes and laws. According to Scripture no evasion of this requirement is 
possible; for those who are Abrabam's children do the work, which he did. 

Again: The Lord will take vengeance on his adversaries” (Nahum i, 11). 
Christ points out in the following passages those who are His adversaries: 
He that is not with me is against me” (Matt. xii, 30). To be “ against” any 
one is to be an adversary, and to be “ with” the Savior, as Christ used the 
word, is to be His friend. Jesus shows us the manner in which a relationship 
of friendship with Himself may be sustained when he says: Le are my 
friends if ye do whatsoever I command you” (John xv, 14). Thus we learn 
that Christ recognizes but two classes of people in this world, namely, friends 
and enemies. His adversaries are destined to suffer the Lord’s vengeance. 
And no one can be His friend without keeping His commandments. 

St. James speaks to the point under consideration thus: 

But be ye doers of the word, and not hearers only, deceiving your own 
selves. For if any be a hearer of the word and not a doer, he is like unto a 
man beholding his natural face in a glass: For he beholdeth himself, and 
goeth his way, and straightway forgetteth what manner of man he was. But 
whoso looketh into the perfect law of liberty, and continueth therein, he 


being not a forgetful hearer, but a doer of the work, this man shall be blessed 
in his deed” or doing (James i, 22— 25). 

Now, what is the word?” St. Peter answers this question decisivly: 

Being born again, not of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, by the word 
of God which. Nretk and abideth for ever.. * But the word of the 
Lord endureth for ever, and this is the word which by the Gospel is preached 
unto you (1 Peter i, 23, 25). 

Thus we learn that the Gospel is the word of God, and it “ liveth and 
abideth forever.” Whosoever therefore is not a doer of the Gospel require- 
ments is deceiving himself. Notice how particularly the apostle states that 
the blessings of the Gospel, or the “ perfect law of liberty,” are obtained by 
doing the work enjoined by it. 

St. Paul writes: “But ye, brethren, be not weary in well doing. And if 
any man obey not our word by this epistle, note that man, and have no com- 
pany with him, that he may be ashamed” (u Thes. iii, 13, 14). The “word” 
referred to in St. Paul's epistle was, for instance, that the Saints should not 
become “weary in well doing,” and he directed that those who would not 
obey this commandment should be cut off from the company of Christians. 
It is folly for us to suppose that those who disqualify themselves for associa- 
tion with Saints on earth by neglecting to keep the commandments of the 
Lord, are fitted for the company of God, angels and Saints in heaven. 

“ Whosoever believeth that Jesus is the Christ is born of God; and every 
one that loveth him that begat loveth him also that is begotten of him. By 
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this we know that we love the children of God, when we love God and keep 
his commandments. For this is the love of God, that we keep his command- 
ments, and his commandments are not grievous” (1 Jobn v, 1—3). This 
same writer further says: We know that we have passed from death unto 
life because we love the brethren. He that loveth not his brother abideth in 
death” (1 John iii, 14). There is, according to this last Scripture, not eternal 
life, but death abiding in the soul of every one who does not love the 
brethren ; and the first quotation assures us that where there is such a love, 
there is also obedience to the commandments of God. We cannot dissever 
these things, for the Almighty has joined them together. It follows, from 
the Scriptures just considered that those who fail to obey God’s Gospel com- 
mandments are abiding in death, not in life. 

In conformity with the direct declarations ot the Scriptures which have 
been produced, showing that the commandments of God must be obeyed, we 
observe that the doctrine of obedience to the law is practically enforced. 
The Lord expresses condemnation of those whose works are not satisfactory. 
For instance: 

And unto the angel of the Church in Sardis write: These things saith he 
that hath the seven spirits and the seven stars; I know thy works, that thou 
hast a name that thou livest, and art dead. Be watchful, and strengthen the 
things which remain that are ready to die: for I have not found thy works 
. before God. And to the angel of the Church in Phi- 

adelphia write: These things saith he that isholy . I know thy 
works; behold I have set before thee an open door, and no man can shut it; 
for thou hast a little strength, and hast kept my word, and hast not denied 
my name (Rev. iii, 1, 2, 7, 8). 

The judgment of the Lord .is herein clearly founded upon the “works” 
of these two Churches. The first one whose works were imperfect was 
dead; the second had an open door set before it because it had kept the 
word of the Lord. What the Lord thus spoke to the Churches collect- 
ively must apply to the individuals comprising the society, and hence 
those who. shall have an open door (into heaven) set before them must 
keep the commandments of God. In these cases no special reference 
was had to the faith of the people. God proceeded on the principle referred 
to in the writings of St. James, that faith is manifested by works (James ii, 
18, etc.) The following passage is also pertinent in this connection: “For in 
Jesus Christ neither circumcision availeth anything, nor uncircumcision ; but 
faith which worketh by love” (Gal. v, 6). The plain proposition herein 
affirmed is that nothing avails one whit in Christ Jesus but a “faith which 
worketh.” It must operate in or by love; but it is bound to work. If it 
does not, it avails nothing, being dead and alone. God measures faith by 
works—by the keeping of His commandments. 


The following Scripture is very decisive — 


When the Son of Man shall come in his glory, and all the holy angels with 
bim, then shall he sit upon the throne of his ho and before him shall be 
gathered all nations: and he shall separate them one from another, as a 
shepherd divideth his sheep from the goats: and he shall set the sheep on his 
right hand, but the goats on the left. Then shall the King say unto them on 
his right hand, Come, ye blessed of my Father, inherit the kingdom prepared 
for you from the foundation of the world: for I was an h and ye 
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gave me meat; I was thirsty, and ye gave me drink: I wasa stranger, and 
took me in: naked, and ye clothed me: I was sick, and ye visited me: I — 
in prison, and ye came unto me. Then shall the righteous answer him, say- 
ing, Lord, when saw we thee an hungered, and fed thee? or thirsty, and gave 
thee drink? when saw we thee a stranger, and took thee in? or naked, and 
clothed thee? or when saw we thee sick, or in prison, and came unto thee? 
And the King shall answer and say unto them, Verily I say unto you, inas- 
much as ye have done it unto one of the least of these my brethren, ye have 
done it unto me. Then shall he say also unto them on the left hand, Depart 
from me, ye cursed, into everlasting fire, prepared for the devil and bis 
angels: for I was an hungered, and ye gave me no meat: I was thirsty, und 
ye gave me no drink: I was a stranger, and ye took me not in: naked, and 
ye clothed me not: sick, and in prison, and ye visited me not. Then shall 
they also answer him, saying, Lord, when saw we thee an hungered, or 
athirst, or a stranger, or naked, or sick, or in prison, and did not minister 
unto thee? Then he shall answer them saying, Verily I say unto you, inas- 
much as ye did it not to one of the least of these, ye did it not tome. And 
these shall go away into everlasting punishment: but the righteous into life 
eternal (Matthew xxv, 31-46). 

This scene, joyous on one hand, but dark and terrible as death on the 
other, is a plain revelation of the principles which shall prevail in the court 
of heaven at the last great day of judgment. The matter of faith is not 
broached. Those whom the Savior calls cursed, and whom he overwhelms 
with everlasting punishment, are not called upon to plead their justification 
by belief. It is an awful question of practical Godliness, of righteous works. 
The devils themselyes believe and tremble, and those who do no more must 
take up their miserable abode with them. Such is the decree of Almighty 
God. The teachings of Scripture are as plain as they can be expressed in 
human language, that those who do not supplement their faith by Godly 
works are eternally lost. We learn further from the Scriptures that the 
righteous works thus specially mentioned are not the only ones required to 
entitle a person to eternal life. For instance :— 


And when he was gone forth into the way, there came one running, and 
kneeled to him, and asked him, Good Master, what shall I do that I may 
inherit eternal life? And Jesus said untohim .. Thou knowest the 
commandments, Do not commit adultery, Do not kill, Do not steal, Do not 
bear false witness, Defraud not, Honor thy father and mother. And he an- 
swered and said unto him, Master, all these have I observed from my youth. 
Then Jesus beholding him loved him, and said unto him, One thing thou 
lackest: go thy way, sell whatsoever thou hast, and give to the poor, and 
thou shalt have treasure in heaven: and come, take up the cross, and follow 
me (Mark x, 17—21). 

A plain question was thus propounded, and it was definitely answered. 
Christ insisted upon a keeping of the commandments of God, and His ex- 
pression, “come, follow me,” means, do as I have done; that is, devote your 
life to doing the will of the Father. The Savior assured his questioner that 
such was the way to inherit eternal life. This doctrine is pointedly put in 
Matthew xix, 17, thus: “But if thou wilt enter into life, keep the command- 
ments,” 

Again: “He that believeth and is baptized shall be saved” (Mark xvi, 16). 

Now, all men believe in the truth of the doctrine taught in the text just 
quoted, or they do not. If they do not, they cannot believe in Christ as a 


Being who is full of “grace and truth,” as the Scripture asserts. If we admit 
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for a moment that He comes short in the principle of truth, we shatter at 
once the very foundation of belief, confidence, and faith, and doubt is the 
inevitable result. If Christ's word is doubted, there is no faith in Him. It 
follows, therefore, that those who do not believe in the truth of the text, do 
not believe in Christ. But all concede that without.this belief or faith no 
one can obtain eternal life. Those who do believe the truth of the text, can- 
not believe that belief alone is all sufficient for salvation, since it is expressly 
stated that “he that believeth and ts baptized shall be saved.” Christ’s own 
statement respecting the matter is final with all those that believe in Him. 

On account of our limited space we will be obliged to conclude by pro- 
ducing without comment some additional passages of Scripture bearing upon 
the matter in hand. 

And why call ye me, Lord, Lord, and do not the things which I say?” 
„ 46). But * ad yea, rather, blessed are they that hear the 
word of God, and keep it.—Luke xi, 28. Little children, let no man deceive 
you; he that doeth righteousness is righteous, even as he is righteous —1 John 
iii, 7. And this is the commandment, that we should believe on the name of 
bis Son Jesus Christ, and love one another, as he gave us commandment. 
And he that keepeth his commandments dwelleth in him, and he in him.— 
1 John iii, 23, 24. Those things, which ye have both learned, and received, 
and heard, and seen in me, do; and the God of peace shall be with you— 
Phil, iv, 9. Then spake Jesus to the multitude, and to his disciples, saying, 
The Scribes and the Pharisees sit in Moses’ seat: all therefore whatsoever 
they bid you obsérve, that observe and do; but do not ye after their works: 
for they say, and do not.— Matt. xxiii, 1—3. — verily, I say unto you, 
he that believeth on me, the works that I do shall he do ; and greater 
works than these shall he do; because I go unto my Father. If ye love me, 
keep my commandments. He that hat my commandments, and 54 
them, he it is that loveth me: and he that loveth me shall be loved 
Fatber, and I will love him, and will manifest myself to him.—John xiv 14 
15, 21. Though he were a Bon, yet learned he obedience by the things which 
he suffered; and being made ect, he became the author of eternal salva- 
tion unto all them that obey him.—Heb. v, 8, 9. What doth it profit, m 
brethren, though a man 27 he hath faith, and have not works? can aith 
save him James ii, 14. He that saith he abideth in him ought himself also 
so to walk, even as he walked.—1 John ii, 6. Blessed are they that do his 
commandments, that they may have right to the tree of life, and may enter 
in through the gates into the city.—Rev. xxii, 14 


Many other passages bearing upon this matter might be cited; but these 
suffice. It becomes evident from them that he who founds his hopes of 


eternal life upon faith alone is, in the language of the apostle, deceiving 
himself. B.

Ar five o'clock p. m., July 12th, the 
company of Saints which left Liver. 
pool in the steamship Wisconsin, o 
tbe Guion line, on June 22nd, ar- 
rived in this city all in good health. 
* were in charge of Elder John 
W. F. Volker, of Ogden, who returned 
home from his second mission to 
Holland. The ocean voyage was 
greatly enjoyed by the immigrants. 

he weather was extremely favorable 
throughout the trip, and compara- 
tively little sea-sickness prevailed. 
The 13 occupied rather longer 
than been anticipated, however, 
in consequence of two unforeseen cir- 
cumstances. Owing to the strike 
which recently occurred at Liverpool 
among the employes of the steamship 
8 a scratch“ crew had to 
be obtained for this particular trip of 
the Wisconsin; but all went well, and 
the passengers were treated with 
characteristic courtesy and kindness 
by the Guion officials. 

The steamer reached New York 
on the afternoon of July 3rd, just one 
hour too late for the passengers to 
get through Castle Gardens; and in- 
asmuch as the Fourth was a holiday, 
the immigrants were obliged to re- 
main in dock during the whole of the 
following day and night. 

They were met upon arrival at New 
York by Mr. Gibson, of the Guion 
Line, by whom all tbe necessary ar- 
rangements for transferring the com- 
pany westward were made. 

On Friday, the 5th, the Saints pro-

ceeded on their journey, taking the 
Old Dominion steamer to Norfolk, 
lace they boarded the 
cars of the East Tennessee, _— 
& Georgia Railway system. bus 
they traveled as far as Kansas City, 
and thence over the Rock Island route 
to Pueblo, the remainder of the 
journey to Salt Lake City being ac- 
complished via the D. & R G. About 
fifty miles this side of Norfolk the 
engine unfortunately broke down, and 
occasioned the Saints a delay of twenty- 
four hours in reaching their destina- 
tion. 

We are informed that from Knox- 
ville to Memphis, Tennessee, (on the 
East Tennessee, Virginia & rgia 
Railway), the company did not meet 
with that consideration which might 
have been expected. In addition to 
the inconvenience of their cars being 
attached to a freight train, they were 
without ice and water for a consider- 
was ap to, the only response

Everything indicates that there is an era of great prosperity before some of 
the cities of this mountain region. Logan is laying a foundation to receive a 
share of it. Some improvements of a very solid character are being made, 
and others are contemplated. 


A young man by the name of Cronquist, while working on the new tithing 
office building at Logan City, on Thursday last, July 15th, picked up a chisel 
belonging to one of the carpenters and accidentally cut a severe gash in his 
left wrist, severing one of the arteries. The result might have been far more 
serious had not one of the workmen stopped the severe bleeding by applying 
a bandage firmly around the injured part. Surgical aid was at once received. 


On July 19th, a three-year-old son of Mr. Albert Ridges, of the Nineteenth 
Ward, Salt Lake City, while playing on the street, was approached by a cow. 
The little fellow not being timid, made no attempt to get out of the way. 
The animal rushed at him, caught him on one of her horns and tossed him 
upward into the air a distance of eight or nine feet. In descending, the child 
struck the animal’s back, and from there rolled down to the ground, when he 
was rescued from his perilous position. Fortunately he was only slightly 
bruised, although badly shaken up and immensely astonished at his sudden 
elevation and rapid descent. 

A fatal accident happened to a resident of Orangeville, Emery County, at 
Jose Valley shingle mill, on the 18th July. While William P. Stepent was 
feeding a lathe saw that he bad just set in motion, the lathe gauge moved up 
to the saw, throwing the board being sawed on the top of the saw, sending it 
back with fearful velocity, striki "fir, Stepent between the thumb and fore- 
finger of the right hand, tearing the flesh away. The board also struck him 
in the abdomen. He was then carried into a house close by and examined. 
Two small marks were all that could be found where he was hit. A doctor 
was immediately sent fur from Mount Pleasant, and all done for him that 
could be, but he succumbed to the hand of death after suffering intense pain 
for sixty-eight hours. The doctor stated that the blow caused paralysis of 
the bowels. 


The Buffalo farm project assumed a definite form on the 26ch ult. by papers 
of incorporation being filed with the clerk of the district court.
